I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Iinnual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  and  sanito-ry  cii’cumstances  of  the 
Urban  District  for  the  year  1954* 

The  health  of  the  people  of  the  district,  -as  far  as  can  be 
judged  by  vital  statistics,  has  remained  satisfactory  and  tables  slioT^ing 
the  trends  since  1948,  the  first  year  for  vdaich  accurate  records  are 
available,  have  again  beoii  included*  There  v/ere  ne  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age* 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  li/as  low  and  again  no 
cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified. 


The  sanitary  circ^l©stanGes  ane  discussed  in  Section  "C", 

In  connection  vd.th  the  quality  of  wa.ter  samples,  I can  only  re]pea.t  my 
predecessor's  remarks  about  the  necessity  of  the  provision  of  an  adequate 
chlorinating  plant  at  the  ecnlicst  opportunity. 


The  completion  of  the  Upton  sewer  abated  a serious  nuisance 
in  the  Urban  District  and  continued  the  progress  v/ith  sewage  disposaJ.  in 
the  ai’ea. 


Slum  cloanance  was  introduced  into  the  heusing  picture  during 
the  year,  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  net  1954?  requiring  the  Council 
to  submit  a report  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  liocal  Government  for  thi 
purpose. 


The  end  of  food  ra.tioning  during  the  year  brought  about  the 
decontrol  of  meat  aiid  slaughtering  was  released  from  the  control  of  the 
Ministry  of  Pood,  The  Council  anquired  the  lease  of  the  former 
slaughterhouse  and  restored  it  to  its  old  fmetion.  This  added  con- 
siderably to  the  amount  of  meat  inspection  canried  out  by  the  Coimcil's 
Sanitary  Inspector, 

I should  like  to  o3cprcss  my  gratitude  for  the  co-operation 
1 ha.ve  received  from  the  General  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  district, 

I must  record  my  thanlcs  to  Mr  Durston,  the  Comcil’s  Sanitary  Inspector, 
for  the  valuable  assistaiice  he  ha.s  given  me  in  abl  aspects  of  oiir  ^rork 
and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report. 


In  conclusion,  I should  liJ.ce  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
help  and  encouragement  1 have  received  from  the  Comicil,  and  in 
particular  from  the  Cha.irmsji  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
r.rLttee,  during  the  yeou’.

/urea  (in  acres)  4>294*  lE-c  Urlan  district  of  Bude/Stratton  is  partly 
a health  and  sea.side  resort  and  pantly  agricultural  in  character.  It 
is  hounded  at  its  vsestem  extremity  hy  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  the  coastline 
in  this  ponticulan  part  of  north.  ComwaAl  runnjng  almost  dve  north  and  south, 

li/hilst  the  hinterland  is  undulating  and  hil.ly  in  character,  contom'' 
heights  seldom  rise  ahove  300  feet  ajid  this  no  douht  is  in  poxt  the 
explanation  for  the  exceedingly  moderate  raLinfaAl  figures,  (Average  annual 
rainfall  for  20  years  33  *74”)  5 ‘'•inlch  in  view  of  exposure  to  the  prevailing 
south  westerly  v/inds,  might  he  esqaccted  to  ho  considcrahly  higher. 

Population  - The  Pngistrai’  G-onercA  ha.s  estimated  the  po^aulation  for  the 
mid-year  1954  ’to  he  5^130  comxaau’od  yAth  3^112  in  the  previous  year.  In 
1934  there  were  64  hirths  and  80  deaths,  16  fewer  hirths  than  deaths.

Deaths  - The  totaA  nuimher  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year 
wns  80  compared  vAth  81  in  1953  • The  crude  dea.th  rate  based  on  the  mid- 
year popuAation  wns  15*39,  compared  wAth  I3.84  in  the  previous  year,.

The  District  has  a large  sunnier  holiday  industry,  resulting  in 
opnsiderahle  fluctuations,  of  the  population,  Maip,^  hotels,  restaurants, 
etc,  , are  closed  during  the  T/inter  months,  thus  staff  personnel  seldom 
remain  the  same  frora  season  to  season,  and  training  and  the  maintenance 
of  satisfactory  staffs  is  .difficult.  The  other  food  trades  do  not 
experience  this  difficulty  to  any  marked  degree,  and  in  general  the 
standar'ds  of  cleanliness  and  geners.l  h^^giene  remain  high* 

Food  and  Drup;s  Act,  193os  .Sec,  15* 

The  Food  Handling  Byelav/s  authorised  under  this  section  have  now 
been  in  operation  in  the  District  for  four  years,  a:id  have  been  useful 
in  securing  improvements  where  necessary. 

Meat  Inspection* ' 

Duriig  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Pood  handed  back  to  Local 
Authorities  the  control  of  the  slaughter  of  annuals  within  their 
respective  Districts.  No  applications  were  received  by  the  Council  for 
the  reneViTal  of  licenses  for  existing  slaughterhouses,  and  indeed,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  such  applications,  if  received,  would  have  received 
favourable  consideration,  due  to  structural  defects  and  lack  of  the 
proper  amenities.  There  were,  therefore,  no  facilities  md.thin  the 
District  for  slaughtering. by. local  butchers. 

The  Council  very  properly  felt  tha.t  such  facilities  ought  to 
be  jprovided,  and  negotiations  were  commenced  udth  a view  to  obtaining 
a lea.se.  on  the  slaughterhouse  at  Bude  Station,  from  British  Railways, 

These  negotiations  '..'ere  subsequently  successful,  and  the  Cotuicil 
acquired  a very  saitisfactor^/-  modern  building,  wliich,  with  the  addition 
of  some  equipment,  ha.s  proved  adequate  for  local  needs,  and  has  further 
provided  fa-cilpties  for  an  a:}cport’  trade.  The  site  of  the  slaughterhouse, 
being  immeoiately  adja.cont  to  the  railway  sidings,  is  very  conveniently 
situated  for  despatching  consignments  of  mea.t  by  rail. 


Initially^  it  ’vvas  only  possillo  to  enga.ge  two  slaughtermen, 
one  on  a j?ull-tiine  and  one  on  a poxt-tiine  ho-sis,  hut  loceJ.  butchers 
who  w'-ere  also  licensed  slaughtermen  undertoo’’-  to  assist  until  further 
staff  could  bo  found.  This  scheme  worked  6»itisfactorily  e.s  long  as  it 
was  found  necessary,  and  by  the  end  oi  the  year  the  regular  staff  W'as 
increased  and  consisted  of  t\70  full-time  slaughtermen,  one  part  time 
slaughter-man  and  one  laboux’er. 

The  slaughterhouse  came  into  operation  on  the  l6th  September, 
and  up  to  the  end  of  December  the  throughput  was  as  follows

Regarding  evidence  of  disease  found  on  post-mortem  examina.tion; 
only  t\7o  animals  '.vere  totally'-  condemned  in  the  3i5'i^onths  of  opera.tion. 

One  of  these  was  a calf  suffering  from  congenital  tuberculosis,  in  which 
active  lesions  wore  found  in  the  hepsitic  lymph  nodes,  and  in  the  substance 
of  the  liver.  The  other  animal  was  a.  5?-ca.rling  of  126  lbs,  suffering  from 
generalised  tuberculosis.  The  rela.tive  age  of  the  respective  lesions  and 
probable  course  of  infection  a.s  judged  from  post-mortem  examination 
suggested  that  this  might  also  be  a ca.se  of  congcnita^l  infection,  and 
both  cases  were  reported  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the 
IJinistry  of  Agriculture  and  I'ishcrics, 

G-enurally,  iio\/ovcr,  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  both  iii  cattle 
and  pigs  was  remanlnbly  low',  and  in  all  other  cases  only  isolated  lesions 
were  found, not ably  in  the  bronchial  and  mediastinal  nodes  in  cattle 
(pulnonaigy  T.B.)  and  in  the  sub-maxillianj^  nodes  in  pigs, 

A lairge  number  of  livers,  both  of  cs-ttle  and  sheep  ^acro  lost  due 
to  fascioliasis.  This  mbs  no  doubt  due,  in  pant,  to  the  higher  than 
average  raiif'all  during  the  year,  iiost  of  the  cases,  particularly  iii 
sheep  were  in  the  acute  sta.ge;  and  in  very  io\:  ca.ses  was  there  any 
serious  loss  of  nutritional  condition. 

The  amount  of  otlnr  foods,  not  ally  tinned  goods, which  it  was 
necessary  to  condemn,  showed  a marked  docreasw.  It  is  felt  that  this 
^'.ecreaisc  vaas,  perhaaps,  not  so  much  due  to  an  improved  general  standard, 
as  to  the  fact  thaut  many  a.folesale  firms  do  not  no\r  insist  on  a condemna- 
tion certificate  being  produced  before  au  credit  note  is  grented  to  the 
rotauilcr.  Lluch  of  the  tinned  food  which  onw  \/aus  celled  upon  to  condcrmi 
was  decomposed  to  such  a marked  degi’cc  the.t  no  retailer  could  possibly 
he.vc  sold  it,  end  one  often  felt  that  thw  tine  used  in  "writing  lerge 
numbers  of  condomna'.tion  certificates  ii  those  instances  co'uld  haivc  been 
moi‘o  usefully  employed.

One  uses  a cold  mix,  and  his 
results  ha-ve  been  consistently  satisfactory;  the  other  uses  a hot  mix, 
md  Y/hilst  he  ha.s  not  maintaeuied  Ci  hi£,h  btandand  throughout  the  seanon, 
the  results  of  sajnples . talcen  has  sho\vn  a.  considerable  iaiprovement  on 
previous  yeans.

feeling  of  complacency  about  this  disease  on  the  part  of  many  parents 
w-hich  results  in  a neglect  of  infant  vaccinations.  Air-travel,  hov/ever, 
has  grea.tly  incr’eased  the  risk  of  the  introduction  of  smeiLlpox  into  this 
countr^^  and  the  need  for  adequate  protection  by  eifcctivc  vaccina.tion  is 
grereter  theex  over  before.  It  should  bo  pointed  out  that  vaccination  by 
modem  techniques  produces  onl^:"  a small  local  reaction  \/ith  slight 
genersiL  upset  and  pi-u’cnts  uiio  vjto  apprehensive  on  tliis  sneount  may  be 
reassured.  1+0  primary  vaccinations  v'erc  cenried  out  during  the  year, 
a figure  'v.'hich  gives  no  grounds  for  satisf ention.
